WHAT. PICTURES WOULD | 
HONG KONG LIKE? 


SUGGESTIONS INVITED, 


We have received the following 
memorandum from the Federation

FILM CENSORSHIP. 


The film group of the. Federation 
of British Industries has had under 
consideration the difficulties of cen- 
sorship of certain pictures in dif 
furent parts of the British Empire, 
Conditions in different parts of tho ; 
Empire vary widely, and. pictures } 
which may be, quite suitable, in the 
United Kingdom ‘or in Canada’ or 
Australia might not be suitable, else- 
where. This variation-of conditions’ 
probably makes it. impossible for 
any kind. of. central censorship. in 
Engkind to deal with tha subject 
sutisfactorily, from the point of v 


torates. "At the same time the 
Federation desires to point out that 
unless same information is available 
ns to the @onditions which ‘the 
yarions Colonial Governments are 
compelled to: lay down in regard 
to the censorship of-:filma, English 
producers, who have no desire -what- 
ever to do anything which will con. 
flict in-any way with the views of 
those Governments, are put jin wv 
position of some difficulty, .since’ 
they have not the means of discover- 
ing what the. requirements and re- 
strictions .of the different Govern- 
ments may be. . aad 

For reasons which dre well known 
British film producers have to look 
almost entirely to British Empire 
markets for their returns, and even 
here they are faced with very fierce 
competition from: fereign’ producers. 
If, therefore, they’ lose sales in-the: 
British’ overseas, markets — their 
chance of securing a profit is. sub-| 
stantially impaired and their diffi- 
culties, “which are: alteady”. suf- 
ficiently great, are’ thereby increas-

Mr. Rose’ explained at” the Inst 
hearing that he considered he. was 
entitled to resign as he'had finished 
his ‘three yéars of service, and aad 
sent in lwo applications to. resign. 
The case,was adjourned for records
